WHY SNOWDEN REFUSED 


The demands which Right Hon. Philip 


Snowden made as the condition for the 
acceptance of the Young plan to scale 
down Germany’s reparativuis payments 


may be summarized thus: 

First—Great Britain to get $10,800,000 
yearly more than is allowed her under the 
Young schedule, and which Mr, Snowden 
estimates she should receive under the ap- 
plication of the Spa percentages 

Second—Britain to get $19,200,000 an- 
nually from unconditional German pay- 
ments. 

Third—Reduction in the 
German payments in kind;

against the re-exportation of these pay- | 


ments; and an assurance that the interna- 
tional bank will not finance German de- | 
liveries in kind in a manner to increase | 


them 

Fourth—lItaly to agree to buy a fixed 
amount of English coal annually 

In presenting these demands the chan- 
cellor pointed out that when Britain went 
into the war no material British interest 
was threatened. She entered the conflict 
in support of treaty rights and the secur- 
ity of other countries; countries which 
have now proposed that the cost of re- 
ducing Germany's payments should fall 
upon Britain, 

When the war ended Britain owed the 
United States something less than 1,000,- 
000,000 pounds. By the settlement ar- 
rived at the British tax-payers will have 
to pay during the sixty year term 2,200,- 
000,000 pounds; than double the 
principal of the debt 

When the war ended France owed Bri- 
tain 600,000,000 pounds, and ‘Italy 560 
000,000 pounds France's debt was set- 
tled on a present value basis of 
000 pounds and Italy's on a present value 
basis of 78,000,000 pounds. If the Young 
schedules were adopted Britain would sac- 
rifice to Italy another 36,006,000 pounds 
out of this sum; thus receiving 48,000,000

Many persons suffer from an in 
tense and incapacitating fear of thun- 
der and lightning; no element of 
aversion, but all reflection. Mv fear 
of snakes may be both aversion to its 
slimy feeling when touched and the 
possibility of harm; my fear of dogs, 
if I have it, is purely one of injury; 
I may like to touch them. But all 
this gets fused and the result is that 
I am emotionally upset in the general 
direction of shrinking and alarm 

Such incapacitating dreads, tnclud- 
ing aversions, are symptoms of a ner- 
vous disposition; they are always 
worse when the physical state is low; 
they may be associated with general 
timidity Such timidity in extreme 
cases may play a large port in several 
varieties of mental disorder. Far more 
commonly is it just one symptom thet 
happens to be strong in a_ person 
otherwise normal and well adjusted, 
but nervous. 

That such an aversion as well as 
dreads may be definitely fixed in ear- 
ly childhood is shown in many cases 
and may be suspected in many more, 
Why creeping things should so gen- 
erally set it off is a matter of specula- 
tion. Some belleve that it's all ac- 
quired, and if we take pains enough 
we can prevent such ayersions in chil- 
dren. There is little doubt that if we 
went about it we could completely 
eradicate the fear of a mouse, which 
ts supposed to be a prerogative of the 
female sex. The aversion to creeping 
things is probably more acquired than 
inherent; some have it toward worms, 
others. toward bugs. We now see to 
ii that children shal! not needlessly 
become subtest to these violent reac- 
tions. 

To get rid of the aversion when 
once. so strongly entrenched = is an- 
other matter, but it can be done by 
the same methods of cultivating con- 
trol and an appeal to reason, The
